Sir  and  Dear  Brother: 

We  place  before  }7ou  the  Report  of  the  works  of  the  Society  of  St. 
Vincent  de  Paul  within  our  Circumscription,  during  the  year  1877. 

The  Particular  Councils  and  Isolated  Conferences,  by  a  large  majority, 
remitted  their  reports  . with  commendable  promptitude.  It  is  due  to  a 
very  small  proportion  of  the  Councils  and  Conferences,  which  we  represent, 
that  our  own  report  bears  the  date  of  June  1st,  1878.  In  order  that 
even  this  small  proportion  should  not  be  omitted,  we  have  delayed,  until 
this  time,  in  placing  before  you  a  statement  of  the  works  of  the  Society 
for  the  past  year.  We  hope  that,  hereafter,  all  the  Councils  and  Confer¬ 
ences  will,  without  exception,  transmit  their  reports  at  a  much  earlier  date, 
and  thus,  while  they  enable  us  to  comply  with  our  duty,  will  meet  your 
very  reasonable  expectations. 

The  tables,  which  w;e  annex,  include  the  returns  from  twro  hundred 
and  thirteen  Conferences,  as  against  one  hundred  and  ninety-two  last 
year.  We  find  that  there  is  a  general  improvement,  from  year  to  year, 
in  the  methods  of  preparing  the  reports.  We  do  not  think  it  necessary 
to  specify  defects  in  the  reports  of  any  particular  Conferences.  We  hope 
that  the  officers  of  such  Conferences  will  take,  as  their  standard,  the  best 
reports  which  we  have  the  pleasure  to  receive,  and  will  endeavor  to 
emulate  them  in  future.  Of  the  Conferences  reporting,  one  hundred 
and  sixty-eight  are  connected  with  Particular  Councils,  while  forty-five- 
are  Isolated.  Eleven  Conferences, — six  Isolated,  and  five  connected  with 
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Particular  Councils, — have  failed  to  report.  Of  the  Conferences,  from 
which  we  had  no  returns  last  year,  five  have  enabled  us  to  include  their 
returns  in  the  aggregate  of  the  present  Report.  On  the  other  hand,  three 
-of  the  Conferences,  which  reported  last  year,  have  failed  to  make  any 
return  of  their  works. 

During  the  year  1877  twelve  Conferences  were  aggregated.  They 
are  as  follows  : — St.  Joseph ,  Boston  Highlands,  and  St.  Francis  de  Sales , 
Boston  Highlands,  both  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Particular  Council 
of  Boston ;  St.  Vincent  de  Paid  (known  as  St.  Patrick).  Valiev  Falls, 
Rhode  Island;  St.  Patrick ,  New  Haven,  Connecticut;  St.  Michael , 
Buffalo,  New  York;  St.  Bridget ,  Rochester,  New  York;  St.  Mary , 
Auburn,  New  York ;  St.  Andrew ,  Alleghany  City,  Pennsylvania ;  Blessed 
Sacrament ,  New  Rochelle,  New  York;  and,  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Particular  Council  of  New  York,  the  Conferences  of  The  Sacred 
Heart  of  Jesus,  St.  Michael ,  and  Our  Lady  of  Sorroivs. 

The  returns  show  an  increase,  in  all  respects  but  one,  over  those  of 
last  year.  They  are,  in  brief,  as  follows  : —

This  increase,  it  should  be  understood,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  there  are 
reports  from  213  Conferences,  instead  of  192  Conferences  in  1876.  Had 
the  number  of  Conferences  remained  unchanged,  there  would,  no  doubt, 
have  been  a  decrease  in  every  item  of  the  statistics.  The  reasons  for 
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this  are  numerous,  relating,  in  part,  to  matters  of  a  general  nature  in  this 
country,  and,  in  part,  to  the  means  of  the  members  and  benefactors  of  the 
Society.  The  reports  made  to  this  Council  from  the  Councils  and 
Conferences  throughout  its  widespread  Circumscription,  would  be  an 
interesting  and  a  very  satisfactory  source  of  information  to  all  who  are 
interested  in  statistical  questions,  and,  especially,  those  which  relate  to 
the  classes  of  society  which  are  known  as  u  poor.”  The  Society  of  St. 
Vincent  de  Paul  knows  the  wants  of  the  poor,  and  discriminates 
between  general  almsgiving,  and  that  which  tends  to  assist  and 
encourage  the  worthy  poor.  It  is  the  worthy  poor  who  are,  at  the 
same  time,  its  beneficiaries  and  instructors.  Yet,  its  opportunities 
and  capacity  to  know  and  to  judge  the  poor  of  every  class  make  its 
experiences  valuable  to  all  those  who  are  interested  in  the  questions 
which  have  been  mentioned.  The  inferences  to  be  drawn  from  the 
reports  of  1877  are  as  follows: — Owing  to  a  depressed  state  of  business 
affairs  in  this  country,  the  resources  of  the  Society,  the  members  and 
benefactors  of  which  are  in  moderate  circumstances,  have  been  diminished. 
The  same  causes  have  led  to  a  decrease  of  membership.  On  the  other 
hand,  it  appears  that  there  has  not  been  a  serious  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  of  actual  want  and  suffering  among  the  worthy  poor.  While, 
undoubtedly,  the  Society,  with  increased  revenues,  could  find  many  ways 
for  the  exercise  of  its  Catholic  zeal,  it  has  not  been  reported  to  us  that, 
in  anv  case,  has  it  been  unable  to  meet  the  demands  of  real  suffering. 
In  the  great  manufacturing  centres  there  is  much  want  of  employment 
on  the  part  of  those  whose  labor  is  their  only  capital.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  agricultural  products  of  the  country  have  been  abundant. 
Not,  for  many  years,  have  the  prices  of  all  articles,  which  are  essential 
elements  for  sustaining  life,  been  so  low.  The  natural  and  necessary 
result  of  this  has  been  that,  where  labor  has  been  in  demand,  the  number 
of  cases  of  actual  want  and  distress  has  diminished.  This  fact  is 
especially  to  be  noted  as  appearing  at  the  West,  where  the  laborer  and 
the  sources  of  supply  are  brought  together.  There  is  no  doubt  that  wre 
will  always  have  the  poor  among  us ;  still,  it  is  clear  that  our  members 
will  find  time,  after  having  discharged  their  duties  to  the  poor,  to  attend 
to  a  very  important  wTork  of  charity :  — the  prevention  of  vagrancy  among 
young  children,  and  bringing  them  to  Sunday  and  Parochial  Schools, 
that  thus  they  may  be  preserved  to  the  faith,  and,  as  citizens,  deserve  and 
gain  a  good  reputation  in  the  community. 

In  the  Conferences,  which  w’ere  established  at  the  date  of  the  last  Report 
of  this  Council,  there  has  been  a  decrease  of  membership.  The  fact  is 
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due,  in  part,  probably,  to  the  causes  already  mentioned,  and,  in  part, 
to  the  efforts  of  Presidents  to  secure  a  more  constant  attendance  of  the 
members.  We  see,  in  the  results,  the  benefits  derived  from  the  holding’ 
of  the  Third  General  Assembly  in  Philadelphia,  in  1876.  The  works 
of  charity  of  the  Society  have  increased.  There  is  no  complaint,  from 
any  quarter,  that  members  have  failed  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties, 
or  that  the  demands  made  upon  them  have  not  been  reasonably 
answered.  In  1876,  the  average  attendance  of  members  at  the  meeting 
of  Conferences  was  about  59|  per  cent.  In  1877,  it  was  about  62  per 
cent.  This  increase  in  average  attendance  is  a  point  upon  which  we 
congratulate  the  Conferences. 

In  the  reports  which  have  been  received,  mention  is  made  of  many 
matters  of  interest.  We  are  necessarily  limited  to  specifying  those 
which  indicate  the  general  works  of  the  Society  in  various  places,  or  which 
are  so  exceptional  in  their  character  as  to  deserve  special  mention.  The 
general  work  of  the  Society  is,  from  year  to  year,  the  same  old  story  • 
yet  each  act  of

The  Particular  Council  and  Conferences  of  Boston  render,  as  usual, 
full  and  accurate  reports.  The  Particular  Council  received  $665.82,  and 
expended  $479.60  in  its  special  works.  We  extract  from  the  general 
report  as  follows  : —

u  The  increase  in  expenditures  comes  from  the  four  new  Conferences, 
which  have  been  working  in  parishes  not  before  covered  by  the  Society, 
and  now  reporting  for  the  first  time.  The  older  Conferences  have,  how¬ 
ever,  added  largely  to  the  number  of  families  relieved  and  visits  made. 
A  very  encouraging  feature  of  the  work  is  the  number  of  situations 
procured  (282),  which  is  increasing  each  year,  and  cannot  be  too  highly 
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■commended  to  those  Conferences  that  have  made,  as  vet,  no  systematic 
attempt  to  relieve  in  this  manner. 

“The  Society  should  congratulate  itself  on  being  able  to  keep  up  to  the 
work  during  these  ‘  hard  times/  and  thank  its  benefactors  for  the 
generous  response  made  to  its  many  calls.” 

The  feature  of  the  Report,  to  which  we  particularly  call  attention,  is 
that  the  average  attendance  of  members  during  the  year  was  78  per  cent. 

The  Council  states  that,  through  the  influence  of  the  Society,  there 
has  been  established  a  Ladies’  Sewing  Circle  in  connection  with  each 
Conference,  that  those  Circles  materiallv  aid  the  Conferences  in  clothing' 
the  poor,  and,  in  some  parishes,  render  valuable  assistance  in  visiting 
the  female  poor,  when  ill,  and  procuring  for  them  medicines  and  other 
necessaries. 

One  of  the  Conferences  reports  that,  u  at  the  meeting  before  Christmas, 
a  committee  of  eight  was  appointed  to  collect  groceries  and  provisions 
for  our  poor,  and  was  very  successful ;  on  the  Saturday  preceding 
Christmas,  we  distributed  about  two  hundred  dollars  worth  of  the  same 
to  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  families  of  six  hundred  persons.  This  has 
been  our  custom  for  the  last  five  years,  and,  from  the  material  aid  given, 
we  are  able  to  furnish  our  poor  with,  at  least,  one  bright  and  joyous  day 
in  the  year.  The  effect  is  often  most  salutary.”  The  Conferences  report 
several  cases  i n  which,  through  the  efforts  of  members,  families,  which  had 
been  broken  up,  had  been  reunited,  and  the  children  preserved  to  the  faith. 

DDOVIDEJICE,  D.HODE  ISLE  JED. 

In  this  city  there  are  seven  Conferences.  The  reports  are  rendered  in 
proper  form,  and  with  commendable  punctuality.  The  poor  of  this  city 
are  suck  as  are  usually  found  in  manufacturing  centres.  It  is  apparent 
that  the  Society  has  received  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  public 
authorities-  Two  or  three  of  the  Conferences  make  mention  of  grants  of 
money,  groceries,  fuel  and  shoes,  by  which  additions  have  been  made  to 
the  contributions  of  the  members  of  the  Society  and  its  benefactors. 

TtROY,  JNEW  YODK. 

The  reports  of  two  of  the  Conferences  in  this  city  show  that,  in  addition 
to  the  ordinary  work  of  the  Society,  much  is  done  in  the  way  of  placing 
in  Catholic  institutions  destitute  children,  who,  unless  the  members  of  the 
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Society  had  intervened,  would  have  been  placed,  or  have  remained,  in  such 
schools  and  institutions  as  would  have  perverted  and  destroyed  their  faith. 
The  exertions  of  the  members  of  the  Society  in  this  respect  should  be 
commended.  While  it  is  our  desire  to  live  on  terms  of  amity  with  our 
fellow-citizens  of  every  form  of  faith,  we  should  fail  in  our  duty  if  we  did 
not  encourage  every  effort  which  is  made  by  our  members  to  preserve  in 
their  faith  the  baptized  children  of  Catholic  parents.  A  report  of  one 
Conference  states  that  it  has  organized  a  Ladies’  Aid  Soeiety,  which  does 
an  immense  amount  of  good  in  visiting  and  relieving  spiritually,  as  well 
as  temporally,  such  persons  as  the  Conference  could  not  visit,  and  that 
the  results  of  the  organization  have,  so  far,  exceeded  the  expectations 
of  the  Conference.  The  President  of  another  Conference  writes : — 11 1 
cannot  close  this  report  without  making  special  mention  of  our  Ladies’' 
Auxiliary  Society,  which  has  very  materially  assisted  our  little  Conference 
in  cutting,  making  and  distributing  wearing-apparel  among  the  worthy 
poor  of  our  parish,  and  for  the  kind  treatment  of,  and  furnishing  delicacies 
for,  the  sick  and  helpless;  also,  for  the  practical  advice  given  by  the 
Ladies’  Society  as  regards  cleanliness,  etc.,  which  has  had  a  very  beneficial 
effect.” 

By  recent  advices  we  are  informed  of  the  organization  of  two  new 
Conferences  in  or  near  Troy,  one  of  which  is  composed  of  persons  who 
speak  the  French  language. 


SYRACUSE,  JJEW  YCER.K 

We  have  reports  from  three  Conferences,  one  of  which,  St.  Patrick’s 
of  Geddes,  sends  its  report  for  the  first  time.  The  members  of  the 
Conference  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist  take  an  active  interest  in  the 
Boys  and  Girls’  Orphan  Asylum.  To  this  institution  the  Particular 
Council,  also,  pays  special  attention.  An  account  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  the  Asylum  is  rendered  annually  to  the  Council,  which  is 
thus  enabled  to  work  intelligently  on  its  behalf.  St.  Mary’s  Conference 
proposes,  as  a  useful  measure,  that  there  should  be  u  a  well-kept  wardrobe 
in  every  Conference.”  It  states  that  old  clothes  are  solicited  by  members 
and  repaired  by  the  11  Ladies  of  Charity  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul,”  who  meet 
once  or  twice  a  week,  all  on  an  equal  footing,  rich  and  poor  alike,  and  it 
makes  a  handsome  statement  of  garments  distributed  and  bedding  fur¬ 
nished  by  means  of  the  wardrobe,  in  addition,  apparently,  to  the  usual 
work  of  the  Conference.  Syracuse  is  fortunate  in  having  citizens  who 
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are  liberal  to  tbe  poor.  The  public  charities  of  the  city  are  distributed,  m 
part,  at  the  instance  of  the  visiting  committees  of  this  Conference.  One 
wealthy  citizen  gave  to  the  poor  children  of  the  city,  at  Christmas,  clothing,, 
shoes,  etc.,  of  the  value  of  SI, 200,  mainly  through  the  Sisters  of  Charity 
and  the  members  of  the  Society. 

ALBANY,  NEW  YO(RK. 

The  President  of  the  Particular  Council  of  Albany  writes : — u  Our  little 
Conferences,  thank  God,  are  doing  well,  considering  the  1  hard  times ; 7  for 
the  depression  of  business  and  want  of  employment  here,  of  course,  af¬ 
fected  the  members  of  our  Society  and  its  benefactors,  as  well  as  the  poor. 
Notwithstanding,  every  case  of  want  that  came  under  our  notice  has  been 
relieved,  and  the  general  works  of  our  Society  have  been  well  attended 
to  during  the  past  year,  such  as: — visiting  regularly,  once  a  week,  our 
almshouse,  penitentiary,  city  prisons,  hospitals,  etc.,  and  Sunday  School 
teaching.” 

The  Presidents  of  the  six  Conferences  of  Albany  limit  themselves  to 
sending  their  statistics,  and,  for  this  reason,  we  are  not  able  to  do  more 
than  to  state  that  we  are  very  well  pleased  with  the  reports. 

CITY  OF  NEW  YOT.K. 

As  we  have  stated  in  former  reports,  the  Society  in  the  City  of  New 
York  has  but  few  special  works,  and  these  do  not  involve  the  expenditure 
of  large  sums  of  money.  The  Particular  Council  still  contributes  to  the 
support  of  St.  Vincent’s  Home  for  Boys,  an  institution  which  does  muck 
good  among  the  class  for  whom  it  was  established.  Some  of  the  public 
institutions  are  regularly  visited  by  members  of  various  Conferences. 
In  1877,  as  in  1876,  the  Particular  Council  received  from  the  Corporation 
of  the  City  of  New  York  grants  from  certain  moneys,  which,  by  law,  are 
to  be  applied  to  the  support  of  the  poor.  These  grants  were  not  so  large 
as  in  1876,  but  materially  aided  the  Conferences.  In  the  absence  of 
important  special  works  directed  by  the  Council,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
work  of  the  Society  in  this  city  is  mainly  carried  on  by  the  thirty-seven 
Conferences  which  exist  within  its  limits.  As  a  general  thing  they  per¬ 
form  their  duties  satisfactorily.  This  Council  and  the  Particular  Council 
endeavor  to  remedy  such  defects  as  exist,  and,  though  not  always  success¬ 
ful  to  the  exent  they  wish,  find  that  their  exertions  are  generally  attended 
with  beneficial  results. 
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MEWA(RK,  MEW  JERSEY. 

The  President  of  the  Particular  Council  writes : — u  The  religious  and 
educational  care  of  the  inmates  of  the  almshouse  continues,  as  last  year, 
to  be  the  only  special  work  under  the  immediate  care  of  this  Council. 
At  least  one  member  visits  them  every  Sunday  to  give  instruction  and 
supply  prayer  books  and  other  devotional  articles.  *  *  *  A  clergy¬ 

man  hears  confessions  and  says  Mass,  at  least  once  a  month,  and  attends 
sick-calls,  when  required.  *  *  *  Christian  burial  is  also  procured 

for  the  deceased  inmates.  Several  children  have  been  removed  from  the 
unfavorable  surroundings  of  this  institution,  and  placed  in  the  Orphan. 
Asylum  or  other  suitable  homes.  The  prisoners  of  the  County  Jail  are 
under  the  Council’s  care,  but,  as  it  is  located  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
St.  Joseph’s  Conference,  its  members  take  the  immediate  charge  thereof, 
in  an  admirably  devoted  and  satisfactory  manner.” 

We  quote  from  the  report  of  one  of  the  Conferences  of  Newark,  as 
follows  : — u  During  the  months  of  January,  February  and  March,  1877, 
we  distributed  our  parish  into  four  divisions,  and  assigned  two  members  to 
each.  On  their  calling  on  our  wealthy  friends,  the  latter  subscribed  to 
our  funds  $200.75,  and  two  barrels  of  flour,  from  seventy  persons.  Also, 
at  this  time,  we  make  a  practice,  each  year,  to  give  the  Sisters  of  Charity 
$50,  to  enable  them  to  procure  clothing  for  poor  children  who  go  to  their 
school.  The  good  Sisters  help  us  in  return,  by  visiting  some  of  our  poor 
whom  we  cannot  visit.  #  *  #  We  have,  with  some  help  from  the 

poor-master,  reunited  three  families,  by  sending  the  wives  and  children  to 
them  in  different  parts  of  the  country.  *  *  *  Also,  with  the  special 

efforts  of  one  of  our  members,  we  have  materially  helped  a  very  worthy 
family  of  seven  persons,  who  have  fallen  from  wealth  to  extreme  poverty 
within  the  last  vear.”  The  President  of  another  Conference  writes  that 
the  members  had  been  u  called  upon  to  relieve  a  large  number  of  destitute 
people,  many  of  whom  were  ashamed  to  let  their  wants  be  known  to  their 
neighbors.”  Facts,  such  as  these,  serve  to  illustrate  the  results  of  the 
recent  business  disasters  in  this  country. 

The  reports  of  the  five  Conferences  of  Newark  are  very  accurately 
prepared  and  were  promptly  rendered.  For  this  we  are  indebted  to  the 
officers  of  the  Council  and  Conferences,  who  evidently  work  together  in 
the  preparation  of  the  reports. 
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(PHILADELPHIA,  PEJVJVS  YL  VAIN  I  A. 

The  special  works  of  the  Particular  Council  of  this  city  are  not  attended 
with  much  expense.  It  is,  however,  proper  that  we  should  commend  the 
accuracy  with  which  the  accounts  are  kept  by  the  Treasurer. 

The  statement  sent  to  us  by  the  venerable  and  much  esteemed  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Council  is  in  perfect  accord  with  the  spirit  erf  the  Society,  and 
full  of  valuable  suggestions.  We  make  extracts  from  it  as  follows  : — 

u  Much  good  has  been  done  by  the  discharge  of  well-defined  duties  of 
the  Conferences,  and  it  is  believed  that  1  special  works7  have  been 
productive  of  benefits  of  great  importance  to  those  who  have  been  the 
objects,  as  we  hope  they  will  not  fail  of  reward  where  they  have  been 
performed  in  the  spirit  of  the  Society.  The  reports  of  the  Conferences 
with  regard  to  the  reception  and  the  use  of  means  for  assisting  the  suffer¬ 
ing,  or,  if  possible,  of  preventing  suffering,  intimate  not  only  a  commend¬ 
able  zeal  (greater  than  success)  in  gathering  from  legitimate  sources  the 
means  of  relieving  physical  afflictions  resulting  from  privations  of  various 
kinds,  but  they  illustrate  the  true  spirit  of  charity  by  discriminating 
among  applicants,  and  in  proportioning  contributions  to  the  necessities  of 
the  recipients.  *  *  *  In  dispensing  aid  in  the  spirit  of  the  Society, 

*  *  *  the  almoner  must  learn  the  lesson,  1  Of  a  little  take  a  little  and 

leave  a  little ; 7  and,  on  examining  the  reports  from  the  Conferences,  we 
are  struck  with  the  liberal  economv  in  the  use  of  limited  means.  ‘  How 
to  give,  and  where  to  give,7  must  be  studied.  The  statement  of  the 
reception  and  uses  of  the  sums  that  make  up  the  charity  funds  of  the 
Conferences  will  be  found  in  a  tabulated  form )  and  it  will  be  seen  that 
demands  have  denoted  scarcity  in  the  community : — the  contributions 
have  not  been  without  a  similar  significance.  As  some  of  the  Conferences 
have  rather  defaulted  in  their  regular  statements,  it  is  hoped  that  they 
were  more  punctual  to  their  work  than  to  its  record.  *  *  *  While 

we  know  that  Conferences  have  been  faithful  to  their  duties  in  gathering 
and  dispensing  the  means  of  lessening  sufferings,  we  learn  with  pleasure, 
from  their  modest 1  reports,7  that  they  have  not  neglected  other  important 
matters  belonging  to  them.  Among  the  good  works  of  certain  Confer¬ 
ences  is  that  of  procuring  situations  for  individuals.  We  need  not  dwell 
on  the  great  importance  of  such  a  charity.  It  not  only  provides  for  the 
present,  but  it  secures  the  means  for  the  future.  Temptations  are  with¬ 
drawn,  and  a  growing  sense  of  self-respect  secured.  A  case  is  mentioned 
in  which  a  young  man,  who  had  been  an  habitue  of  the  L  House  of 
Refuge,7  was,  on  being  placed  where  the  religious  impressions  of  his 
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childhood  were  effaced,  fast  losing  all  love  or  respect  for  piety.  Sick¬ 
ness  brought  to  him  the  visitors  of  a  Conference.  The  soothing  care  of 
conscientious  nursing,  and  the  renewal  of  solemn  services,  long  omitted,, 
entirely  neglected,  restored  him  to  health,  and  brought  him  back  to  his 
duties  as  a  practical  Catholic.  *  *  *  We  state  facts: — wo  pause 

not  to  dwell  upon  their  infinite  importance.  *  *  *  Children  are 

regarded  with  solicitude,  their  immediate  wants  supplied,  and  their 
condition,  moral  and  spiritual,  considered.  Strays  from  the  fold,  who 
have  little  comprehension  of  the  influences  by  which  they  are  attracted 
from  safety,  have  been  brought  back  w7ith  care,  and  watched  with 
solicitude,  till  the  broken  habits  and  the  decaved  love  are  renewed. 
#  *  #  It  is  pleasing  to  notice  that  wayfarers  have  been  helped 

forward  with  money  and  advice.  And  it  is  eminently  gratifying  to  learn 
that  opportunities  for  helping  destitute  families  have  been  improved  into 
occasions  for  successful  efforts  to  recall  the  wanderers  back  to  the  fold 
from  which  they  have  strayed  ;  and  the  i  daily  bread/  supplied  to  many 
applicants,  has  been  followed  by  frequentation  of  the  Holy  Sacrament 
in  which  the  Supersubstantial  Bread  is  bestowed.  Beautiful  instances  of 
these  last-mentioned  results  of  labor  are  mentioned,.  *  #  *  While 

referring  to  the  works  of  the  Conferences  in  behalf  of  the  destitute,  it 
may  not  be  amiss  to  mention  a  subjective  work.  In  the  month  of 
October  the  Conferences  held  a  solemn  retreat  of  eight  days,  at  the 
Church  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  invited  thereto  by  its  excellent 
pastor,  Rev.  P.  It.  O’Reilly,  The  retreat  was  conducted  by  the  Rev. 
W.  F.  Clarke,  S.  J.,  of  Baltimore,  and  was  well  attended.  Among  its 
good  results  may  be  mentioned  the  reappearance  of  the  representatives 
of  certain  Conferences  in  our  Council,  and  a  revival  of  the  spirit  of  our 
order,  which  will  be  apparent  in  next  year’s  Report.  So  gratified  were 
the  members  of  the  Conferences  who  participated  in  the  retreat  with  the 
exercises  and  the  instructions,  and  with  the  apparent  effect  thereof,  that 
it  is  hoped  that  such  services  will  be  of  periodical  occurrence. 

“We  have  earnestly  and  persistently  recommended  our  Conferences  to 
the  advisatory  and  encouraging  protection  of  their  Spiritual  Directors, 
upon  whom  success  must  greatly  depend.  *  *  *  This  Report  would 

be  blamablv  incomplete,  if  it  did  not  embody  a  grateful  recognition  of  the 
constant  encouraging  favors  which  the  Society  lias  received  from  His 
Grace,  the  Most  Rev.  Archbishop  of  this  Province,  who  comprehends 
the  true  character  of  the  Society,  and  seeks  to  promote  its  usefulness.” 
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(BALTIMORE,  MAfcYLAEED. 

A  statement  of  the  works  of  tlie  Society  in  this  city,  which  had  been 
prep^lred  by  the  President  of  the  Particular  Council,  was  unfortunately 
lost  while  in  transit.  We  are  therefore  limited  to  referring  to  a  few  facts, 
which  appear  in  the  reports  of  some  of  the  Conferences.  Mention  is  made 
of  several  instances  where  Catholic  children  have  been  rescued  from 
schools,  the  influences  of  which  tended  to  pervert  them  from  their  faith. 
Clothing  has  been  obtained  from  the  Young  Catholic  Friends’  Associa- 
tion,  in  order  that  poor  boys  might  be  enabled  to  go  to  school.  One 
Conference  writes  : — u  Our  efforts  have  been  mainly  directed  to  the  care 
of  such  families  as  have  children,  and  the  results  have  been  most  gratify¬ 
ing.  We  have  now  eighteen  children  of  the  families  we  have  relieved 
this  year  attending  our  Parish  School  regularly,  who  were  either  attend¬ 
ing  Public  Schools,  or  spending  their  time  on  the  streets  with  bad  com¬ 
panions.”  Another  writes  : — u  This  Conference,  as  usual  on  Christmas- 
eve,  distributed  donations  consisting  of  food  and  clothing.  Fiftv-six 
families,  composed  of  two  hundred  and  fifty-four  persons,  were  relieved. 
In  nearly  every  case,  those  assisted  were  suffering  from  actual  want. 
*  *  *  Through  the  mercy  of  God  we  were  enabled  to  relieve  much 
suffering,  and  give  to  many  poor  souls  a  share  of  the  happiness  so  general 
at  Christmas.  We  feel  that  the  practice  is  a  worthy  one,  and  recom¬ 
mend  it  to  the  consideration  of  our  brothers.”  We  are  indebted  to  the 
officers  of  the  Council  and  Conferences  for  reports  which  are  satisfactory, 
in  form,  in  every  respect,  and  we  do  not  doubt  that  the  works,  which 
are  set  forth,  will  meet  with  your  cordial  approval. 

WA SHI  JIG T OJI ,  (DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

The  President  of  the  Particular  Council  sends  us,  as  is  his  habit,  a 
very  interesting  resume  of  the  workings  of  the  Society.  We  make 
extracts  from  it,  and  condense  other  portions.  He  writes  : — u  In  comparing 
the  present  reports  with  those  of  the  preceding  years,  I  find  some  things 
to  regret,  and  some  to  commend.  In  every  Conference,  except  *  *  * 

there  has  been  a  loss  of  active  members  varying  from  one  to  four.  *  *  * 

This  is  due  to  a  variety  of  causes,  such  as  protracted  illness,  removal  from 
the  city,  transfer  to  the  list  of  Honorary  Members,  and,  in  a  number  of 
instances,  new  members,  after  having  been  enrolled  for  a  short  time, 
have  been  dropped  for  non-attendance  at  the  meetings.  I  have  some- 
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times  thought  it  would  be  well  if  some  system  could  be  devised  by 
which  new  members  could  be  required  to  pass  a  novitiate  of  a  year  be¬ 
fore  being  regularly  enrolled.  Notwithstanding  all  the  care  that  can  be 
exercised  to  avoid  it,  too  many  are  admitted  who  work  zealously  for  a 
short  time,  and  then  lose  all  interest  in  the  operations  of  their  Confer¬ 
ence,  and  cease  to  attend  its  meetings.  The  amount  of  the  weekly 
collections  is  $162.00  less  than  last  year.  *  *  *  The  total  re¬ 
ceipts  *  *  *  are  about  the  same  #  #  #  the  loss  in  weekly  collec¬ 
tions  being  made  up  from  other  sources,  chiefly  from  collections  in  the 

churches.  The  sums  received  from  this  source  vary  from  $482.00  in - 

parish  to  $20.00  in - .  *  *  #  In  reviewing  the  works  of  the 

Society  during  the  year,  I  find  no  reason  for  despondency;  the  number 
of  families  relieved  has  increased  from  489  to  593,  and  of  visits  made 
to  them  from  4510  to  5151.  Most  of  the  Conferences,  in  addition  to  the 
works  reported  by  them,  made  abundant  provision  for  supplying  the 

tables  of  their  poor  at  Christmas.  St. - Conference  has  been 

greatly  aided  by  the  Society  of  ‘  Ladies  of  Charity  of  St.  Vincent  de 
Paul,7  an  organization  formerly  covering  the  whole  city,  but  now  con¬ 
fined  to  this  parish.  This  Society,  having  transmitted  a  hundred  francs 
to  the  Council  General,  which  sum  it  is  intended  to  pay  annually,  has 
been  officially  associated  with  the  St.  Vincent  de  Paul’s  Society,  and 
become  entitled  to  participate  in  the  indulgences  granted  to  it.  These 
ladies,  confining  themselves  to  the  work  of  furnishing  clothing  to  the 
poor,  and  acting  in  perfect  harmony  with  the  Conference,  have  relieved 
the  latter  of  a  weighty  part  of  its  burden.  *  #  *  Similar  societies, 

but  on  a  smaller  scale,  and  working  independently  of  the  St.  Vincent 
de  Paul  Society,  exist  in  some  of  the  other  parishes.  *  *  #  I  will 

close  by  saying  that  the  Quarterly  Meetings  have  been  wrell  attended, 
and  the  large  number  who  participate  in  Holy  Communion  at  St. 
Patrick’s  Chnrcli  on  the  festivals  of  the  Society,  coming,  as  many 
do,  from  distant  parts  of  the  city,  furnish  a  spectacle  consoling  to  our 
Spiritual  Director,  and  edifying  to  the  congregation.” 

Several  of  the  Conferences  of  Washington  make  mention  of  interesting 
incidents  in  the  labors  of  their  members.  We  can  give  space  to  but 
a  few  which  may  be  deemed  exceptional.  We  quote : — u  The  father  of  one 
of  our  poor  families,  who  had  entirely  neglected  his  religion  for  many 
years,  and  who  was  a  member  of  several  secret  societies,  was  brought 
back  to  the  Church  through  the  influence  of  the  visitor.”  “Two  of  oui 
brothers  have  been  made  the  instruments,  in  the  hands  of  God,  foi 
bringing  back  to  the  Church  two  men  who  had  long  since  strayed  away. 


One  Lad  not  been  to  confession  for  ten  years,  but  at  the  urgent 
solicitation  of  the  visitor,  having  been  prevailed  upon  to  permit  the 
priest  to  call  upon  him,  he  was  led  to  return  to  his  religous  duties.” 
*  *  #  11  The  second  case  was  a  more  discouraging  one,  as  the  man  had 

not  only  abandoned  his  religion,  but  had  became  a  confirmed  drunkard ; 
therebv  reducing  himself  and  his  familv  to  utter  destitution.  Notwith- 
standing  the  apparent  hopelessness  of  the  case,  the  brother  did  not  cease 
from  his  endeavors  to  bring  him  to  a  sense  of  his  miserable  condition,  and 
was  finally  rewarded  by  seeing  him,  not  only  take  the  temperance  pledge, 
but  also  return  to  the  practice  of  his  religion.  There  are  now  peace  and 
comfort  in  the  family  which  before  was  in  the  lowest  depths  of  misery.” 
“A  familv  of  four  motherless  children  was  found  bv  one  of  our  visitors  in  a 
condition  of  horrible  filth.  The  father,  sunk  in  drunkenness,  had  lost  all 
interest  in  them.  Homes  in  good  families  have  been  secured  for  two  of  the 
children,  and  the  others  have  been  placed  in  the  Asylums  of  St.  Joseph 
and  St.  Ann.  We  are  also  in  hopes  of  yet  saving  the  father.” 


VITTStiUteGH,  (PEJ7JVS YL VAJNIA. 

We  have  received  reports  from  four  of  the  five  Conferences.  The 
Society  in  this  city  has  had  some  embarrassments  for  a  few  years  past, 
but  appearances  indicate  that  it  is  surmounting  the  consequences  which 
resulted  from  them.  The  new  German  Conference  is  making  steady 
progress.  The  report  of  another  Conference,  which  has  only  five  members, 
but  returns  an  average  attendance  of  four,  and  a  commendable  amount 
of  work,  is  worthy  of  favorable  mention.  Our  correspondents  often  state 
that  their  Conferences  are  discouraged  for  the  reason  that  they  have  but 
few  members.  We  answer  that  that  circumstance  is  not,  of  itself,  a 
cause  for  discouragement,  and  we  point  to  the  Conference  in  question  as 
evidence  in  support  of  our  advice. 

LOUISVILLE ,  KENTUCKY. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Particular  Council  writes  : — u  In  presenting  you 
with  this  synopsis  of  the  affairs  of  our  Council  *  *  *  nothing  of  a 
startling  character  will  be  brought  to  your  notice.  *  *  *  We  are  pleased, 
however,  to  chronicle  the  fact  of  our  Council  having  undertaken  a  1  special 
work  ’  which  bids  fair  to  be  productive  of  so  much  good,  the  visitation  of 
the  City  Almshouse.  A  standing  committee,  composed  of  represen- 
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tatives  from  each  Conference,  has  been  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the 

matter,  with  sub-committees  to  visit  it  each  •  Sunday,  and  report  to  the 

Council  monthly.  The  brothers  visiting  distribute  tracts,  books  and 

Catholic  newspapers,  join  with  the  Catholic  inmates  in  prayer,  and  at 

times  address  them  upon  some  subject  within  the  province  of  members 

of  our  Society.  There  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  fact  that  much 
•/ 

benefit  has  been  derived  from  these  visits,  and  that  much  consolation 
has  been  afforded  to  these  poor  people,  isolated,  cut  off  from  the  great 
mass  of  mankind — many  of  them,  perhaps,  doomed  to  end  their  existence 
within  the  walls  of  their  present  abode,  far  from  home  and  friends. 
The  brothers  mingle  with  them  in  conversation,  *  *  *  giving  them 
advice,  and  assuring  them  that,  though  they  are  apparently  forgotten  by 
the  world,  our  holy  Church  is  ever  interested  in  them,  and  that  their 
soul’s  salvation  is  precious  in  the  sight  of  Almighty  God.  The  meetings 
of  the  Council  have  been,  on  the  average,  well  attended,  and  questions 
have  been  discussed,  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  our  Society,  with 
beneficial  results  to  the  several  Conferences.” 

We  learn  that  a  new  Conference,  that  of  St.  Columba,  lias  been  or¬ 
ganized,  and  we  hope  to  include  it  in  our  next  Report. 


CHICAGO ,  ILLINOIS. 

The  Society  in  this  city  makes  a  report,  worthy  of  praise  for  its 
accuracy  and  completeness.  We  quote  from  the  report  of  the  Particular 
Council  as  follows  : — 

“The  depression  of  business  which  was  experienced  in  1876  has  been 
felt  with  increased  severity  during  1877,  and  a  larger  number  of  able- 
bodied  men  have  been  unable  to  obtain  work.  But  the  calls  for  relief 
have  not  been  so  numerous,  owing  in  great  part  to  the  extraordinary 
mildness  of  the  weather.  The  work  of  visiting  the  prisons  continues;  the 
visitors  distribute  books  and  other  suitable  reading-matter  to  the  unfor¬ 
tunate  inmates.  They  have  extended  their  labors  to  the  County 
Hospital,  and  it  has  been  proposed  to  visit  occasionally  the  Poorhouse, 
which  is  situated  about  nine  miles  from  the  city.  Special  interest  i3 
shown  in  the  affairs  of  the  Little  Sisters  of  the  Poor,  who  have  now 
bought  land,  and  will  soon,  we  hope,  be  in  a  position  to  take  all  our 
aged  poor  under  their  charge.  Many  cases  of  distressing  neglect,  on  the 
part  of  grown-up  children  toward  their  helpless  parents,  are  found.  The 
work  of  the  Conferences  would  be  much  lightened  if  a  larger  body  of 
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permanent  annual  subscribers  could  be  obtained.  The  present  mode  of 
obtaining  money  by  entertainments  is  attended  by  great  expense,  and 
makes  an  increased  distance  between  the  charitable  contributor  and  the 
poor.  The  works  of  the  Conferences  have  been  pursued  in  the  ordinary 
manner,  without  any  occurrences  of  very  special  interest  to  narrate.  The 
visitors  of  one  Conference  have  been  the  means  of  bringing  peace  to  a 
family  in  which  the  husband  and  wife  were  living  apart,  and  the  grown¬ 
up  daughters  were  without  proper  protection :  all  now  go  to  confession, 
and  are  regular  in  attendance  at  Mass.  In  another  Conference,  three 
women  and  one  man  are  reported  as  reclaimed  from  the  habit  of  drunk¬ 
enness,  one  young  girl  has  been  brought  back  from  a  life  of  sin,  and 
three  persons  were  induced  to  approach  the  sacraments,  one  of  whom 
had  kept  away  for  over  eleven  years.  Another  Conference  reports  that 
their  visitors  found  three  grown-up  persons  who  have  remained  un¬ 
baptized  through  the  neglect  of  their  parents  :  the  case  was  reported  to 
the  pastor,  and  they  wrere  received  into  the  fold.” 


(DUBUQUE,  IOWA. 

On  account  of  the  mildness  of  the  winter  there  was  less  suffering  than 
usual  in  this  city.  The  special  work  of  the  Particular  Council  is  the 
relieving  of  poor  children.  It  reports  116  cases  of  relief,  and  states  : — 
“We  relieved  none  but  very  poor  children,  and  only  those  attending 
the  Catholic  Schools.  We  feel  sure  that  a  large  number  of  the  children, 
wdiom  we  furnished  with  books  and  clothing,  would  not  have  entered  the 
Catholic  Schools  had  it  not  been  for  the  works  of  the  Special  Committee.” 

ST.  TAUL,  MINNESOTA. 

We  have  reports  from  seven  of  the  eight  Conferences  which  are  united 
under  the  Particular  Council  of  this  city.  We  hope  that  hereafter  there 
will  be  reports  from  all.  The  Conferences  are  much  scattered,  being 
jestablished  in  five  different  cities  or  towns  ;  and,  for  this  reason,  much 
exertion  on  the  part  of  the  officers  of  the  Particular  Council  is  required 
.in  order  that  the  standard  of  the  Society  may  be  preserved,  and  its  works 
properly  performed.  The  special  work  of  the  Conference  of  St.  Mary 
is  the  visiting  of  the  Hospital.  Two  members  visit  this  institution  twice  a 
month,  and  furnish  a  large  number  of  Catholic  papers  and  some  good 
books,  wffiich  have  been  read  with  interest  by  the  patients  of  every 
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denomination.  The  visitors  make  strict  inquiry  as  to  the  treatment  of 
the  patients,  and  always  receive  satisfactory  answers.  The  Conference  of 
the  Immaculate  Conception,  of  Hastings,  on  Christmas-eve  furnished  food 
to  twenty-five  poor  families,  without  regard  to  creed,  color  'or  nationality. 
It  reports  that,  in  its  efforts  to  relieve  the  poor,  it  is  often  liberally  aided 
by  the  County  Commissioners. 

JE(kSE  Y  CITY,  LIE  fV  JETSE  Y 

There  are  reports  from  four  of  the  six  Conferences.  The  Society  in 
this  city  is  contending  with  adverse  circumstances.  We  hope  that  all 
difficulties  will  be  removed  during  the  present  year.  We  are  grateful  to- 
the  Conferences,  which  have  persevered  in  discharging  their  duties, 
and  think  that  we  may  depend  upon  them  to  aid  in  restoring  the  former  con¬ 
dition  of  the  Society  in  Jersey  City.  The  reports  mention  no  incidents 
of  an  exceptional  nature,  but  the  statistics  are  very  satisfactory. 


ISOLATE  T  COJIFETtEJICES. 

Conferences  of  this  class  have  increased  in  number.  We  have  re¬ 
arranged  them  on  our  list  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  those  which  are 
situated  in  each  Diocese  into  a  group.  This  will  be  of  service  in  matters 
of  reference  and  correspondence,  and,  possibly,  may  result  in  an  increase 
of  sympathy  and  in  communications  among  them. 

When  manv  Conferences  of  this  class  are  on  the  roll,  remarks  con- 
cerning  their  reports  must  be  brief,  or  entirely  omitted,  unless  some 
exceptional  matters  require  remark.  That  there  are  such  matters,  will 
be  seen.  Still,  those  not  mentioned  possess  equal  merit. 

We  regret  that  we  are  again  without  a  report  from  St.  Patricks  Con¬ 
ference  (No.  1),  of  Newburgh.  We  have  urged  its  worthy  President  to 
overlook  diminished  numbers,  and,  by  holding  regular  meetings  with  the 
few  remaining  zealous  members,  to  keep  alive  the  form  and  spirit  of  the 
Conference.  We  believe  that,  if  they  will  persevere,  they  will  see  the 

end  of  their  present  difficulties. - St.  John’s  Conference  (No.  7),  of 

Orange,  New  Jersey,  with  six  members,  had  an  average  attendance  of 
five,  and  made  783  visits.  No  doubt  an  increase  of  membership  in  this 
Conference  is  much  to  be  desired;  still,  we  think  it  proper  to  call 
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attention  to  the  facts  which  have  been  stated,  in  order  that  it  may  be 
clearly  known  how  much  a  Conference,  composed  of  a  few  zealous 

members,  can  accomplish. - The  President  of  St.  Peters  Conference 

(No.  9),  of  Saratoga  Springs,  New  York,  suggests  that  it  should  be  the 
practice  for  Isolated  Conferences  that  the  Visitors  should  personally 
dispense  to  the  poor  what  is  allotted  to  them,  and  that  orders  or  relief 

tickets  should  not  be  given. - St.  Michael’s  Conference ,  German  (No.  14), 

of  Buffalo,  reports  that  the  number  of  really  poor  families  in  the  parish 
is  not  considerable,  and  that,  for  this  reason,  the  principal  work  of  the 
Conference  consists  in  furnishing  clothing,  particularly  shoes,  to  poor 
children  in  order  that  they  mav  attend  church  and  school ;  that  some- 
times  such  families,  as  would  not  like  to  be  called  poor,  are  not  able  to 
furnish  shoes  to  their  children,  and  that,  without  the  aid  of  the  Conference, 
such  children  would  not  attend  church  and  school. - St.  Mary’s  Con¬ 

ference  (No.  19),  of  Norwich,  Connecticut,  is  again  among  the  Confer¬ 
ences  reporting,  and  makes  a  very  good  return.  It  states  that  there 
are  many  more  poor  now  than  formerly,  owing  to  the  dulness  of  the 
times;  that  intemperance  is  the  chief  cause  of  poverty;  that  the  Con¬ 
ference  does  much  ^ood  in  combating  with  this  evil,  and  in  assisting 
widows  and  their  children,  who,  as  there  are  no  Catholic  Institutions 
in  that  place  for  such  persons,  would,  without  the  aid  of  the  Con¬ 
ference,  go  to  the  Poorhouse,  and  be  exposed  to  the  loss  of  their  faith. 
Prom  the  city  of  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  we  have  received  four 
reports  from  as  many  Conferences.  We  have  advised  that  steps  be 
taken  for  the  institution  of  a  Particular  Council  in  that  city.  This 
would  tend  greatly  to  an  increase  of  harmony  and  zeal  among  the  Con¬ 
ferences,  and  secure  to  the  members  spiritual  privileges  which  they 
do  not  now  enjoy.  The  Society  has  received  the  right  to  have  Mass  said 

in  the  Jail,  Almshouse,  and  Hospital. - St.  John’s  Conference  (No.  20), 

received  a  gift  of  $40.00  to  be  distributed  to  the  most  needy  poor  in  its 
charge  for  a  Christmas  dinner.  In  accordance  with  the  wish  of  the 
gentleman,  from  whom  the  gift  was  received,  the  amount  was  not  included 

in  the  accounts  of  the  Conference. - In  Pall  River,  an  important 

manufacturing  city  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  and  included  in  the 
Diocese  of  Providence,  there  are  four  Conferences.  We  hope  that  in  that 
city,  also,  a  Particular  Council  will  be  instituted.  The  Conferences 
of  St.  Mary  (No.  24),  and  of  The  Sacred  Heart  (No.  25),  have  been  so 
long  established  and  have  worked  so  well,  that  we  are  confident  that  there 
is  sufficient  basis  for  a  Particular  Council ;  and  the  reports  of  the  four  Con¬ 
ferences  indicate  that  there  are  certain  works  which  can  be  better  pro- 
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secuted  by  a  Council  than  by  the  Conferences  separately. - St.  Patrick's 

Conference  (No.  34),  of  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  has  an  average  attendance 
of  seven  out  of  nine  members.  It  states  that  the  demands  upon  it  were 
less  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  that  to  no  application  worthy  of  relief, 

had  assistance  been  refused. - From  St.  Mary's  Conference  (No.  36),  of 

Alexandria,  Virginia,  we  have  received  a  narrative  so  interesting  and 
edifying,  that  we  think  it  well  to  state  it.  We  necessarily  abbreviate  the 
original : — There  was  born  in  that  city,  in  1812,  the  only  son  of  an  Irish 
couple  in  comfortable  circumstances.  They  were  very  pious  people, 
and  highly  esteemed  by  all  their  neighbors,  Protestant  and  Catholic. 
The  boy  grew  up  to  be  a  youth  of  great  intelligence,  and  was 
educated  for  a  physician.  On  his  return  from  Philadelphia,  where  he 
received  his  diploma,  he  obtained  a  good  practice  without  experiencing 
the  struggle  usual  to  young  men  in  his  profession,  and  rose  to  the  first 
rank  among  medical  men.  For  years  he  was  flattered  and  caressed, 
and,  though  he  never  lost  his  faith,  and  always  attended  Mass  on  Sun¬ 
days,  unless  hindered  by  professional  duties,  he  ceased,  almost  entirely, 
to  frequent  the  sacraments,  and  was  even  initiated  as  a  Freemason. 
During  the  late  Civil  War,  he  was  compelled  to  give  up  his  practice,  except 
that  he  continued  to  attend  his  friends  gratuitously.  Having  much  idle 
time,  he  fell,  to  some  extent,  into  bad  habits.  At  the  termination  of  the 
war  he  was  not  able  to  resume  his  practice,  and  his  affairs  became  em¬ 
barrassed.  He  left  the  city  for  some  time,  and,  on  his  return,  never  went 
to  church,  though  it  is  believed  that  he  was  visited  occasionally,  in  a 
social  manner,  by  a  priest.  In  May,  1876,  he  sent  for  the  President  of  the 
Conference,  made  inquiry  concerning  the  rules  of  the  Society,  and  stated 
that  he  had  some  idea  of  leaving  the  remains  of  his  property  to  it.  He 
received  some  books  for  his  instruction,  and  soon  afterward  again 
sought  an  interview  with  the  President,  and  handed  him  a  package, 
which,  he  said,  contained  his  will  in  favor  of  the  Conference.  His 
disposition  was  somewhat  peculiar,  and  it  was  impossible  to  approach 
him  directly  on  the  subject  of  receiving  the  sacraments.  Yet  his  end 
was  visibly  approaching,  and  he  himself  anticipated  a  sudden  death. 
Preference  was  therefore  often  made,  in  conversation,  and  casually,  to 
the  very  agreeable  qualities  of  a  priest  in  Alexandria,  and  finally  the 
invalid  requested  that  the  priest  should  visit  him.  There  was  then  little 
difficulty  in  inducing  him  to  approach  the  sacraments.  He  asked  for 
and  obtained  admission  into  the  Conference  as  an  Honorary  Member. 
He  died  after  intense  suffering.  He  had  but  lately  received  the  last 
■sacraments  of  the  Church.  His  funeral  was  attended  bv  the  elite  of  the 
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■city,  though  he  had  expressly  forbidden  a  single  carriage  to  be  used, 
and  even  desired  that  the  coffin  should  be  as  plain  as  possible.  It  was 
found,  on  opening  his  will,  that  all  his  property,  except  his  library  and 
some  other  personal  effects,  had  been  left  to  the  Society.  His  real 
property  was  somewhat  encumbered,  and  there  were  other  claims  for  which 
it  was  necessary  that  provision  should  be  made.  Some  years  will  pass 
before  the  final  settlement,  but  it  is  supposed  that,  in  the  end,  the  Con¬ 
ference  will  have  an  annual  income  of  four  or  five  hundred  dollars  for 
distribution  among  the  poor,  unless,  by  means  of  other  gifts,  the  Confer¬ 
ence  should  be  able  to  sustain  a  hospital  which  the  physician  desired 

should  be  established  if  the  necessary  means  could  be  procured. - -It 

will  be  noticed  that  three-fifths  of  the  receipts  of  St.  Peters  Conference 
(No.  37),  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  are  the  contributions  of  members. 
The  President  writes  that  a  fine  spirit  of  union  and  harmony  prevails 
among  the  members,  that  the  feasts  of  the  Society  are  better  observed 
'each  year,  and  that  two-thirds  of  the  members  are  present  at  each 

meeting,  resulting  in  larger  weekly  collections. - St.  Francis  Xavier’s 

Conference  (No.  3S),  of  Parkersburg,  West  Virginia,  reports  that  extreme 
poverty  is  rare  in  that  city,  and  then  is  met  promptly  by  the  muni¬ 
cipal  authorities,  between  whom  and  the  Conference  the  relations  are 
of  a  most  cordial  nature;  so  that  much  of  the  charity  of  the  city  is  dis¬ 
pensed  under  the  inspiration  of  the  Conferences.  For  these  reasons,  the 
charitable  works  of  the  Conference  are  more  in  the  way  of  patronage 
and  personal  services  than  in  those  matters  which  result  in  material  relief. 

- St.  Francis  Xavier’s  Conference  (No.  42),  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  sends  us 

two  circulars  with  an  account  of  the  results  produced  by  them,  all  of  which 
is  so  unique,  as  well  as  interesting,  that  we  think  it  well  to  dwell,  at 
length,  upon  the  subject.  On  the  18th  of  December,  1877,  it  issued  a 
circular,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy  : — u  Madam  :  Whilst  you  are  pre¬ 
paring  a  pleasant  and  joyful  Christmas  for  your  family,  we  take  the  liberty 
to  send  to  you  the  enclosed,  full  sure  that  you  will  be  pleased  to  fill  it  with 
something  of  your  own  choice,  to  assist  us  in  preparing  a  fair  meal  for 
the  poor  under  our  charge  on  the  great  feast  of  Christmas,  the  birthday 
of  Him  who  has  said:  ‘  Whatever  you  do  unto  these  little  ones  of  mine, 
you  do  it  unto  me.’  Wishing  you  a  merry  Christmas  and  a  happy  New 
Year,  we  are,  thankfully  yours,  Members  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Society, 
W.  Boex,  S.  J.,  Director.  P.  S.  Please  send  *  #  *  on  or  before 
Saturday,  December  22d,  that  we  may  distribute  on  Monday,  the  eve 
of  Christmas.”  With  each  circular  was  sent  an  empty  bag,  originally 
made  for  the  purpose  of  holding  twelve  pounds  of  flour.  The  result 
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surpassed  all  the  expectations  of  the  Conference.  The  contributions- 
enabled  it  to  c;ive  to  each  family  on  the  roll  a  basket  filled  with  an 
ample  supply  of  substantial  provisions,  and  even  such  luxuries  as  fruits 
and  confectioneries.  The  other  circular  was  issued  in  February  of  this 
year,  bv  way  of  thanksgiving,  while,  at  the  same  time,  it  explained  the 
origin  and  objects  of  the  Society,  and  particularly  the  works  of  that  Con 

ference ;  and  this  circular,  also,  resulted  in  generous  contributions. - 

St.  Columba's  Conference  (No.  46),  of  Youngstown,  Ohio,  which  failed 
to  report  in  1876,  has  been  reorganized,  and  has  sent  a  report  for  1877. 
We  had  occasion  to  write  in  terms  of  encouragement  to  this  Conference, 
and  are,  therefore,  particularly  gratified  with  the  result. 

We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  our  efforts  to  secure  weekly 
meetings  in  every  Conference,  mentioned  in  our  last  Report,  have  been 
attended  with  much  success. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Particular  Councils  of  Boston  and  Philadelphia 
for  useful  assistance  in  forming  and  instructing  Isolated  Conferences- 
near  those  cities  respectively. 


The  Treasurer’s  report  shows  that,  during  the  year  past,  various  sums 
of  money  were  contributed  by  members  of  the  Society  as  an  offering  to 
the  late  Holy  Father,  Pope  Pius  IX,  the  remembrance  of  whom  will  be 
precious  to  all  his  children  who  survived  him.  The  time  at  our  disposal 
for  collecting  these  sums  was  very  limited.  Otherwise,  the  aggregate 
would  have  been  much  greater.  It  is  but  an  act  of  justice  to  state,  as 
regards  those  Councils  and  Conferencs  which  do  not  appear  as  contributors, 
that  very  many  of  them  had  rendered  their  tribute  of  respect,  through 
parochial  and  other  collections,  before  our  circular  upon  the  subject  was 
issued.  We  deem  it  proper  to  add  that,  in  no  instance,  so  far  as  we  are 
advised,  was  any  contribution,  mentioned  in  the  list,  taken  from  the 
Treasury  of  Council  or  Conference.
